Oregon Solutions is a nonprofit that facilitates public-
private collaboration on projects around the state. At
the City’s request, the Governor, who chairs the board
of Oregon Solutions, designated the Milwaukie
Riverfront Park project as one of two projects that Or-
egon Solutions will assist this year.

Green describes the Oregon Solutions process as a
“neat structure to bring people together”.

By simply bringing the right people to the table, he
says, is the value of this process. With the help of Or-
egon Solutions staff, Dave and Brian will bring together
representatives of private, public and nonprofit groups
to identify funds to complete the final design for

When Milwaukie voters declined to annex to Clackamas Fire
District No.1 (CFD1) last November, the City’s leadership took it
to mean many residents were afraid annexation might result in
higher taxes.

Hearing that message, City Council is giving annexation an-
other go, but this time Council is making it a part of the ballot
measure itself that should annexation pass, residents’ property
rates will be reduced in order to compensate for the tax the

Fire District would begin assessing.
Stated another way, if annexation were to pass, Milwaukie

taxpayers would not be paying anymore than they are to-
day. The only way taxes would increase, as will be stated on
the ballot, is if voters pass an increase.

The City, which has been contracting with CFD1 for the
past seven years, is looking to stabilize its fire suppression
and medical emergency services through annexation. Fur-
thermore, annexation would allow City residents to vote in
CFD1 elections for Board members and would also allow
City residents to vote on CFD1 money measures such as
serial levies and bond measures. If the annexation is ap-

proved, City residents would be eligible to run for and serve on

City Council will consider increasing the City’s stormwater
rate at a public hearing scheduled for March 15th, at 7 p.m., in
City Hall’s Council Chambers.

The rate adjustment is projected to offset the increased costs
associated with new federal regulatory requirements govern-
ing drywells as well as the increased costs of construction and
maintenance of the stormwater system.

The proposed increase would be implemented gradually
over a period of five years in order to minimize the impact on
ratepayers. The proposal is to increase the rate from $6 to $9.15
per month on billings prepared on or after July 1, 2005, and
then rise incrementally over the next four years until it levels
out at $15 per month in 2009.

The storm water rate has not been adjusted since 2000.

Our February meeting consisted
mostly of a Q & A session with City Engi-
neering Director Paul Shirey regarding
the newly revived Downtown Parking
and Traffic Management Plan.

$45,000 was made available in the last
budget to address traffic calming and liv-
ability in our NDA, with more money to

come in the near future. We are forming
a committee to meet with Paul and nec-
essary consultants to formulate a plan.

The proposal by Gramor Develop-
ment for a shopping center on the blocks
west of Milwaukie Marketplace on Oak
Street presents a diverse set of problems.

The various traffic situations that will
be created are obvious, but just as intrigu-
ing is the possible mix of businesses in
the development.

We will be looking for a combination
that will not only complement the Mar-
ketplace, but bring on a healthy competi-

tive atmosphere between the two cen-
ters that will bring in ever more upgrade
establishments.

We have invited the Gramor Group
to the March meeting to give us their
plans and views for the new project and
answer our questions.

Also, Captain Bill Conway of the Fire
District will join us to discuss the District’s
annexation plan which will appear on
the May ballot.

It will be an interesting and informa-
tive meeting, so please join us and bring
along some of your neighbors.

Efforts are coming together to make Downtown a more vi-
brant place —  the North Main and McLoughlin projects will
both break ground this summer, the Trolley Trail is coming in
2006, and a new waterfront plan is in the works.

One critical piece to Milwaukie revitalization, however, con-
tinues to hang in the balance —  the future of the Kellogg Creek
Wastewater Treatment Plant. The removal of the plant is inte-
gral to having a thriving waterfront that entices bikers, boat-
ers, and pedestrians. There are very few parks along
the eastside Willamette riverfront, and the two in Clackamas
County north of the confluence with the Clackamas River both
have a sewage treatment plant looming over prime water-
front greenspace.

Clackamas County has a historic opportunity to make both

of them go away, reclaiming priceless waterfront property,
enhancing greenspace, and improving the water quality of
the Willamette in the bargain. And to save millions by putting
the necessary piping underneath the soon-to-be-built Trolley
Trail, reducing the need to dig up county roadways.

While the near term costs are not insignificant, cost projec-
tions over the next 30 years show consolidation to be less costly
than operating the three current plants.

It sounds like a no-brainer, huh?  Well, the Clackamas County
Board of Commissioners will decide the fate of “Old Stinky” in
the next few months, but the upcoming vote in the Oak Lodge
Sanitary District may have an impact on their view of the project.

It is crucial that they hear from people throughout Milwaukie
and elsewhere in the county. Call or write Chairperson Martha
Schrader today.  And if you are interested in joining an ad hoc
group of your fellow citizens to do a little rabble-rousing, call
me at (503) 353-1825 or drop me a line at lisabatey@prodigy.net
and I’ll let you know how you can get involved.
